65 0btlelz been rebuilt ſeveral years before Boſel was ap-

chair of that biſh:ip of the Wiccians, Who was conſecrated 
by archbiſhop Theodore. This church was. dedicated to 
St. Peter. 
About this time d were aloft the only places of 
8 religious worſhip among the Anglo-Sixons, But now, 
-churches were beginning to be erected in country towns. 
At theſe, no ſlationary prieſts were as yet hxed : all the clergy 
of the dioceſe lived with tlie biſhop in one great family: he 
preached. himſelf in the cathedral, and ſent them out ta 
' preach in his dioceſe : they were his ſunday miſſionaries, 


1 and returned to the ſervice of the cathedral during the other 


days of the week. ——l1n the next century, the Rate of the 
clergy was aftered. Preachers were po longer itinerant. 
They were fixed in particular diſtricts; and the eccleſiaſtical 


1 dues from each were appropriated to them. 


The firſt mention of St. Mary's minſter, is in a charter 


of king AÆthelbald, dated A. D. 743. In the reign of 


king Edgar, A. D. 964, biſhop Otwald undertook the re- 

building of it; from that time the church of St. Mary” s be- 
came the cathedral of Worceſter. | 

The improvements in architegure, which the 3 
introduced, brought Olwald's ſtructure into contempt, 
The Norman nobfes were addiged' to pilgrimages: many of 
them travelled to the Holy Land, and brought thence a loftier 
ſtyle of building. What eis now called the Gothic architec- 


| Fre, was then approaching to its perſection. Biſhop Wul- 


ſtan had a magnificient ſpirit; and in 1084, laid the 
foundation of 2 new church, which he finiſhed in four 
years. To him we owe the nobleſt part of the cathedral,

The new cathedral fulfered more than once by fire, in the 
ages ſubſequent to its erection: but, at each reparation re- 
ceived additions of ornament and ſplendor.--June 14, 11 13» 


when the city and caſtle were burnt, the church and mo- 


naſtery were involved in the cal*+mity. Oue monks and 

twenty inhabitants periſhed in the flames, 
On Wedneſday night in Eaſter week, April 7, 1202, the 

church was again zbandoned to all the injuries of a conflag- g 


ration, and feduced to aſhes a great pait of the city. 
Alfter this misfortune, it was long before the cathedral was 
repaired. In 1218, the church was conſecrated! anew, when, 


in the preſence of king Henry III. and a grand aſſembly of 
nobility, biſhops, Sc. it was dedicated, by biſhop Sylveſter, 
to Mary the holy mother of God, the bleſſed apoſtle Peter, 


and the ſaints, Otwald and Wulſtan Too years after, the 


great bells, having been new caſt, were confecrated; ſowe 
of thein to the Saviour and his mother; Hauteclere, and his 
compeer, to St. John the Evongeliſt. 

The church was enlarge ned in 1224, by William de Blois, 


the n 3 biſhop,. This was the weſtern front, (on which ide 


the grand door then was); the ſtructure then reaching more 


_ weſterly towards the bank of the river, As a great number 


of dead bodies, depolited on the outſide of St. Wulſtan's 
building, muſt be dug up in the proſecution of this work ; 
the biſhop provided a ſubterraneous vault for their reception: 
over which he raiſed the chapel of the charnel-houſe, which

the government of a reeve or bailiff, appointed by the earl or 
theriff. In the time of William the Conquerer, Worceſter 
was as royal a demeſne as any city in England; and its bur-

+ Before the breaking out of the barons wars, the cities had 
obtained great immunities ; as, 2 fight of chuling their own 

> magiſtrates'; of appropriating to themſelves the royal tolls, 
heriots, &c. of holding juridical courts, and enacting muni- 
Cipal laws. And for this indulgence ſome ſmall rent was re- 
ſerved, by way of acknowledgment to the crown. This was 
the riſe of free boroughs ; many of which, being afterwards 
inveſted with more extenſive privileges, took the name of 
corporations.
